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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 3-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 8, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Fonstad, Jr. et al (US Patent 6,455,398). 

Fonstad discloses a method for bonding substrates together. In this method, 
dielectric films 16 and 20 are provided on silicone layer 14 and on the surface of 
substrate 18. Substrate 18 is then bonded to substrate 10 with the films functioning as 
applicant's claimed bonding substrate material. At col. 5, lines 37-46, Fonstad discloses 
chemo-mechanical polishing to remove surface roughness in the range claimed by the 
applicant. At col. 6, lines 37-54, Fonstad teaches annealing the materials at 150*'C and 
250 X for 15 hours each. At col. 5, lines 16-17, Fonstad discloses densifying the 
deposited oxide layer (i.e. increasing the bond site density) in the manner claimed by 
the applicant. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fonstad, Jr. et al as described above in paragraph 3. 

It is the examiner's position that without the disclosure of unexpected results, the 
bonding technique and materials used are within the purview of one having ordinary skill 
in the art and would have been obvious to employ in the method of Fonstad based upon 
desired physical properties of the articles being manufactured.
